men 1t1s the Fathers rodde, cuer in a rea- 
cineſſe to chaſtiſe gentlie the faultes com- 
mitred, & to cauſe them afterward to liue 
1n more godly feare and reuerence. Final- 
he,tti5an order left by God vnto his Chu- 
rche, whereby men learne ro frame their 
wills and doinges according to the lawe ef 
God, by inſtructing and admonishing: yea, 
& by correcting & punishing all obttinate 
rebelles and contemners of the ſame. 
There are three cauſes chieflie whiche 
shold moue the Church of God to the ex- 
ecuting of Diſcipline. Firſt, that men of e- 
uill conuerfation be not numbred among 
Gods children,to their fathers (4)reproch, 
as if rhe Church of God were a ſanctuaric 
for noughtiec and vile perſons. Secondlic, 
that the good be not infeated with accom 
panying the euill: Whiche thing S. Paule 
foreſawe,when he commanded the Corin 
thians to banishe from amonge them the 
inceſtuous adulterer, ſaying, A little(b)lca- 


'uen maketh ſowre the whole lumpe of 


dowe. Thirdlie, that a man thus corrected 
orexcomunicated, might be (ce) achamed 
of his faulr, and ſo thorough repentaunce 


come to amendement:; the which my |

the Apoſtle calleth deliueringe to Satan; 
that his ſpirit may be ſaued in-the daye of 
the Lorde: meaning that he might be pu- 
nished with excommunication, to the in- 
tent his foule Should nor perish for cuer. 
This cenſure, correction or diſcipline, 
may riſe eyther vpon priuate-or publique 
occat1o: priuate, as if a man offende cither 
in maners or doctrine againtt thee, to ad- 


monish him brotherlic $ berwene him & ,,.. 2 
thee:if ſo be he {tubburnly refit thy chari- x ye 1 F 
table aduertiſemeuts, orels by cotinuance 1am,s. 
in lis fault, declare that he amendeth not, Levit.19. 
then, after he hath bin the ſeconde time 2.Thel.3, 


warned in preſence of two orthreewitneſ(- 
ſes,& continucth obltinately in his faulte, 
he ought,as our Sauior Chriſte comman- 
deth, ro bee diſcloſed and vtrered to the 
church, ſ@ that according to publique dif- 
cipline, he either may be reformed, or elſe 
be punished,as his fault requireth, 
[ouching priuats admonintion, three 
things are to be obſerued. Firlte, that the 
admonitions proceede of a godly zeale & 
conſcience, rather ſcekinge to winne our 
brother, then ro {launder | cha Next, that 
we be aſſured, that his fault be reprouca- 
ble by Geds Worde. And finally, that wee 
vſe ſuch modettie and wiſdome, thar 1f we 
ſomewhat doubr of the matter, wherof we 
admonish him, yet with godly exhorrati- 
ons he may be brought to the knowledge

of his faulte, 

Beiides priuate admonition, hauing great 
vie to reforme offendors in publique Dif. 
cipline,the Eldership hath power of Eccle. 
fialticall cenfures,ro be vied accordingeas 
the qualitic of the offence $hall require. 
Theſe cenſures are, Admonition, Suſpenſt 
ONn,cxcomunication: which inal tender re- 
greed 8 godly zcale of preſeruing the mem 

ers of Chriſt frum infeion of {1nne,they 
are to vic if they perceyne any euill in anie 
man,cither offentiue in example, or ſlaun- 
dcrous in maners,or vnworthie his profeſ- 
f1on. As for example:If there be any perſon 
diſobedient,trayrerous, ſeditious,or couc- 
rous,any adulterer,or fornicator, forſworn 
theete, bryber, fallc witnes bearer, blaſphe- 
mer,drunkard,flaunderer,v{urer,or difſo- 
lute,any heretic or ſcct,as yi Ana- 
bapriſticall,and fuch like: ricflic, what ſo- 
euer it be that might $ ſpott the Chriltian 
Congregation, yca rather what ſocuer is 
not to edihcation, ought not to eſcape ey- 
ther admonirion or punishmenr. 

And becaulc it commeth to paſſe ſome- 
time in the church of Chriit, that when'o- 


ther remedies aflayed,profit nothing, they 


mult proceede tothe Apoſtolicall rod and 
correction, which 1s,cxcommunicartion: Ir 
15 ordeyned, that nothing be artempred in 
that behalte withour the determination of 
the whole Congregation; wherin allo they

they ſceme not more readie to expell from 
the Congregation, then ro receyue agayne

For the better execution ofthis holy Diſ- 
cipline, the Eldership of euery particular 
Congregation,ts cucric weeke to aſſemble 
for the ouerlght and g'ydance of that 
Church,that all things may be done to the 
furtherance of pitie and true Religion,and 
for the correction and punishment of of- 
fences to the contrarie. |

BEſides this Diſciplineof the Churche, 
we profefſe that Almightie God hath 
laced the Souucraine Magpiltrate in the 
i2heſt authoritie vpon earth, next vnder 
him, within their Dominions,ouer al per- 
ſons and caules, as well Ecclefiaſticall as 
ciuill, tro ſee and commande the orderin 
of them,as by his moſt holy Word he hat 
appoinied. Therefore if any thing shalbe 
otherwiſe done by negligence, contempte 
or any other cauſe, we acknowledge that 
by ſuch authoritie they nor only may, but 
: allo ought to enforce cuery one aſwell of 
: the Miniſterie and other charge in the 
Church,as thoſe which are of the ciuill e- 
ſtare, to walke in their callinge as by the 
worde of God they are taught to doo: and 
to punish the tranſgreſlors by the ciuil po- 
wer committed vnto any ſuch Magiſtrate, 
with temporall pumishment in bodie, 
__ libertie,or goods,as the qualitie 6:
